Ilon. David Wark, who is the fa- 
ther of the Dominion Senate, has at- 
tained the patriarchal age of V8 
years, and received many congratu- 
lations from both sides of the 
House when, on February 19, he 
entered his 99th year. He Was 
born in Londonderry in 1804, and 
came to Canada, settling in New 
Brunswick, in 1825. He is nov 
only the oldest member of the Lo- 
minion Senate, but is said to be 
the oldest member of any legis- 
lative body in the empire, . if 
not in the world. From 1858 
until 1862 Senator Wark was a 
member of the New Brunswick Exe- 
cutive Council, and also Receiver- 
General. eignt 


In all he sat for

years in the Provincial Assembly, 
and for sixteen years in the Legis- 
lative Council. He was called to 
the Dominion Senate in 1867, on the 
achievement of Confederation. Near- 
ly 60 years ago, in 1847, Mr. 
Wark introduced into the New Brurs- 
wick Legislature legislation au- 
thorizing the Lieutenant-Governcr 
by proclamation to admit the pro- 
ducts of any other colony duty free 
on such colony” reciprocating. All 
the pravinces agreeing, the natural 
products were ex. hanged among the 
provinces up to the time of Confed- 
eration as freely as since. Senator 
Wark is said to be strongly in fa= 
vor of extending this fece trade po- 
licy to the whole empire. The aged 
Senator is a Liberal in politics.

LINKS WITH THE PAST. 


View of Hatfleld, the stately Home of 
Lord Salisbury, the Premier of Great 
Britain and Ireland, 


‘Hatficld=Heuse, the stately home 
of the Marquis of Salisbury, has 
many interesting associaticns, and 
it is not surprising to find that it is 
annually visited by people from all 
parts of the country, says Lloyd's 
Weekly, in addition to the many for- 
eigners who take a run down to Hat- 
field from the metropolis. ‘lo find 
Hatfield at the proudest moments of 
its history we have to go back to 
the days of the 16th century, for 
from the time of becoming one of the 
Tudor places, down to the close of 
Queen Elizabeth's reign, it was free- 
ly connected with incidents of note. 
It was at Hatfield that Queen Eliza-

beth and Edward VI. were residing 
when they received the news of their 
respective accessions to the throne; 
and the oak tree under which the 
princess was reading on the day the 
news was brought to her is still one 
of the chief relics of the ground. It 
was here, also, cn that memorable 
November day, that. the nobility and 
gentry of the kingdom met to take 


the oath of allegiance, and here, 
too, some forty years later, the 
haughty Tudor Quem breathed 


away her life. The preceding events 
took place in the ancient mansion, 
originally one of the ten palaccs be 
longing to the Bishops of Ely. Their 
residence ultimately pussed into roy- 
al hands, becoming a favorite home 
of the Tudors. Its remains are still 


approached by the old gatehouse 
near the parish church, the great 
hall, with its fia? timbered roof, 


now forming a portion of the exten- 
sive stabling. The preset structure 
was erected by the first Earl of Sal- 
isbury, shortly after King Jamcs I. 
had, in exchange for the Manor of 
Theobalds, surrendered Hatfield to 
this ancestor of the Cecil family. The 
building, which was completed in 
1611, is of vast extent, contains ela- 
borately decorated apartments, and 
an almost unique collection of valu- 
able portraits, manuscripts, and cel- 
ebrated pictures by Holbe'n, Van- 
dyke and Sir Joshua Reynolds. 

OK Trost striking Miture Fee thet 
marble’ staircase, comprising five 
landings, and possessing some mass- 
ive and beautifully carved woodwork, 
The church, which is a large Gothic 
structure, forms a prominint object 
from the railway; the Salisbury Cha- 
pel containing «a handsome monu- 
ment to the builder of Hatfield 
House, the first earl, whose effigy re 
presents him in his official robes as 
Lord High Chancellor.

Bat They Compared Notes and Spoll- 
ed His Effect. 

Many tales are told of the dealings 
of Li Hung Chang with his diplomatic 
subordinates, and there is a character- 
istic story afloat with regard to his re- 
lations with the present minister to 
England, Sir Chihchen Lo Feng Luh. 
The time was that of the siege of the 
legations in Peking, when all the civi- 
lized world was in fear as to the fate 
of the beleaguered and when China, 
with her emissaries and all pertaining 
to her, was looked on with no very 
friendly eye.. Li Hung Chang was the 
virtual ruler of China, and it was from 
him that the various ministers and em- 
bassadors received their instructions.

“We are not satisfied with your ef 
forts in London. The English are hos- 
tile, and you must do something to ak 
ter matters. You are not energetic 
enough. You are neglecting to influ- 
ence the government. The man who is 
doing all the work is your colleague in 
Washington, Wu Ting ang. He is the 
man you should imitate.” 

Unfortunately for Li's little game, 
Sir Chihchen and Wu Ting Fang hap- 
pened to be close friends, and the min- 
ister here confided what had happened 
to his friend in Washington. Wu Ting 
Fang was, to say the least of it, sur- 
prised. 

“This Is very extraordinary,” he re- 
plied. “I also have had a message from 
Li Hung Chang. This is what he says 
to me: 

“*Your efforts are not giving satis- 
faction. We feel you should be more 
energetic and that you should try te 
influence the American government t® 
take our side in this affair. You are 
not doing half enough, and if you want 
an example you should turn to Sir 
Chibchen Lo eng Luh, the minister in 
London. He is the man who is doing 
all the work.’ ”—Candid I'riend.

MARKET REVIEW. 


(Compiled from The Commercial) 


WHEAT. 

Manitoba wheat has been dull all 
week until Saturday, when the open- 
ing of navigation at Fort William 
and the strength in the American 
markets, developed more interest 
and some demand for spot wheat 
sprung up. Prices have gradually 
come up from 69% for 1 northern 
and 66%; for 2 northern, at the end 
of last week, to 71% and b8i4c at 
the end of this week for wheat in 
store, Fort William, immediate de 
livery. For May delivery the price 
is the same as for spot and in fact 
the spot wheat is in better demand 
than the future delivery. No. 1 hard 


is worth 74%4c spot. Values are 
practically the same in store at 
any of the lake ports, but at the 


moment, in store, Fort William, is 
most wanted.

OATS—While there is no surplus 
of oats to be seen in this market it 
may also be said with equal truth- 
fulness that there Is no shortage. As 
one dealer puts it, ‘‘Whenever oats 
are wanted a car pops up.’’ Most 
of the feed requirements are being 
met with Manitoba oats although 
two cars of Alberta oats were taken 
this week for the purpose. Most of 
the Alberta oats are going to Mon- 
treal for export. We learn of one 
transaction in Fort William oats 
this week. The price was 3614 for 
No. 2 white, As soon as navigation 
is declared open the Fort William 
basis will be adopted. Sellers are 
askingg 45 to 50c per bushel for seed 
oats here. From 85 to 36c per bush- 
el is being paid for feed grades in 
car lots on track here. Prices to 
farmers at country points for No. 2 
white oats range from 28 to 80c. 
Street oats are worth 32 to 34c¢ per 
bushel. 

BARLEY—Receipts are light and 
the market is advancing for feed 
grades. Dealers are now quoting 43 
to 45c for choice feed grades. ' 

HAY—tThe floods in’ the country 
districts have destroyed large quan- 
tities of hay, and the price has ad- 
vanced accordingly. Baled hay is 
worth $6 to $6.50 per ton. 

DRESSED MBATS—Beef is very 
firm owing to prevailing scarcity of 
cattle. We quote: Beef, city dress- 
ed, 7 to 8c per pound; country, Yc 
under these prices; veal, 8 to 9c; 
mutton, 8c; lambs, 8c; hogs, 714. 

POULTRY—Demand is good, and 
all offerings are wyeadily taken by 
dealers at figures give.
